formation was collected In all provinces for children up to 14 years of age, and for adults from 15 to 
years of age, In the four Atlantic provinces, Manitoba and Saskatchewan. This selective repeat of the 
rvey was necessary to Increase the precision of the statistics for the provinces with smal ler

World Health Organization defines disability as "any restriction or lack (resulting fron an 
pairment) of ability to perform an activity In the manner or within the range considered normal for a 
man beInge™ In order to Identify disabled persons, a set of 19 screening questions were administered

spondents were considered disabled if they Indicated that they had trouble performing any one of 17 
‘tivities of Dally Living (eege walking up and down a flight of stairs), or experienced a limitation in 
e kind or amount of activity they could do at home, work or school because of a long term physical 
nditton or health problem, or had a mental handicape In addition, the person had to have the 
sabllity for a period of at least 6 months to be considered disabled and subject to further 
terviewInge The target population was defined to exclude those persons disabled due solely to mental

dividuals, Identified as disabled, were Interviewed In the second phase of the survey approximately one 
k laters This Interview was conducted on a face-to-face, non-proxy basis, except for children under 
years of age and mentally handicapped persons, for whom proxy responses were soughte The second phase 
f the survey obtained more detailed information on the nature of the respondent's disability, and Its 
ffect on the respondent's way of life in such areas as education, employment and transportation. 

sers familiar with the preliminary data released from the January 1983 Test of the screening 
uestionnatres will notice a reduction In the percentage of the population, age 15 and over, identified 
Bi disabled - from 184% to 12.8%. This occurred despite a close resemblance between both sets of 
creening questions. The decrease, although observed among all age groups and degrees of disability, was 
ore In evidence among younger and less severely disabled Individuals. 


Careful examination of the phenomenon, Including detailed comparisons between the two surveys, lead to 
+he concluston that each of the following contributed to the difference In the prevalence rates: 


1) different procedures In the first phase of the survey; 
11) the existence of the new second phase of the survey with Its associated procedures; and 


111) a somewhat different set of screening questions. 


As to specifically how the above affected the prevalence of disability as measured by the Canadian Health 
and Disabllity Survey, Interested users are Invited to contact the staff at Statistics Canada, at the 
address listed below. 


The total proportion of individuals Identified as disabled was 12.8% for persons 15 years of age and 
overe This compares with a rate of 14.3% of the population identified as disabled by the Canada Health 
Survey In 1978 = 1979. However, the Canada Health Survey did Include disabilities caused solely by 
mental illnesse 


Finally, it should be noted that the labour market varlables Included have not been seasonal ly adjusted; 
the latter estimates are also marginally different from the official tLabour Force Survey estimates 
because they are based on a sub-set (5/6) of the Labour Force Survey sample. 


In January 1986, Statistics Canada will be releasing the publication, Disabled Persons In Canada: Report 
of the Canadian Health and Disability Surveye It will provide users with a descriptive analysis, along 
with supporting tables, of all aspects of the Canadian Health and Disability Surveye In the meantime, an 
enormous amount of data from the survey Is available for special tabulation on requeste These data 
describe a diverse range of topics and Issues Including: nature and prevalence of disability and 
handicap, demographic and household characteristics, labour force status and employment, education, 
accommodation, and certain economic characteristics such as Individual {fncome.

(c) had not actively looked for work In the past four weeks but had a new Job to start in four 
weeks or less from reference week, and were available for worke

Unemployment Rate 


The unemployment rate represents the number of unemployed persons as a per cent of the labour 


forcee The unemployment rate for a particular group (age, sex, marital status, etce) Is the unemployment

Participation Rate 


The participation rate represents the labour force as a percentage of the population 15 years of age 
and overe The participation rate for a particular group (age, sex, marital status, etce) Is the labour 
force In that group expressed as a percentage of the population for that group. 


Industry and Occupation 


The Labour Force Survey provides information about the occupation and Industry attachment of the 
employed and unemployed. These statistics are based on the 1971 Census Classification of Occupations and 
the 1970 Standard Industrial Classification for the October 1983 data; and on the 1980 Standard 
Occupational Ciassification and the 1980 Standard Industrial Classification for the June 1984 data. 


Rounding 


The "normal" rounding procedure is used In the Labour Force Survey. Unadjusted participation and 
unemployment rates are calculated from unrounded figures (ieee, estimates in units), but publ f shed 
figures are rounded to thousandse Therefore, the sum of individual rounded Items may not always equal 
the total. 


Sampling Variability 


Sampling vartabttity is measured and expressed by the percentage coefficient of varlation (CV) which 
is estimated from the actual survey results. Effectively, the CV establishes confidence Intervals about 
the estimated value. For example, If the estimated value Is 10,000 with a CV of 2.5%, then the true 
value (ieee, the result that would have been achieved had a complete census rather than a sample been 
used) would fall somewhere between 9,750 and 10,250, 68% of the time, and between 9,500 and 10,500, 95% 
of the time. As a rule, the larger of two estimates will have a smaller CV, and therefore be more 
rellablee Also, of two estimates of the same size, the one referring to a characteristic more evenly 
distributed throughout the population wil! tend to have a smaller CV.

The following set of questions, functioning as a screen, was used to identify the disabled 
population.

(j) using fingers to grasp or handle? 

(k) reaching? 

(1) cutting own food? 

(m) reading ordinary newsprint (with glasses If normally worn)? 

(n) seeing clearly the face of someone from 4 metres (e@ege across the room) (with glasses if 
normal ly worn)? 

(o) heartng what fs said In a normal conversation with one other person? 

(p) hearing what is said in a normal conversation with at least two other persons? 

(q) speaking and belng understood? 


(2) Is eeee limited In the kind or amount of activity that he/she can do at home, at work or going to 
school because of a long-term physical condition or health problem? 


(3) Does «e+e have a mental handicap? (proxy only) 


Any respondent Indicating trouble with at least one of the Activities of Daily Living (ADL's), 
having a general activity limitation, or described as mentally handicapped (via a proxy response) was 
Inctuded into the disabled population. 


Nature of Disability 


The Nature of Disability describes the manner In which the Individual Is disabled and is based upon 
the respondent's answers to the screening questions listed above. A person may have a multiple 
disabI lity, meaning that he/she has more than one Nature of Disability. It Is determined In the 
fol lowing manner:

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Degree of Disability 


The Degree of Disability was created to describe the general level of disability experienced by the 
Individual, as opposed to the severity of the individual's specific disability(les) eege trouble 7 
walkInge It is based upon the number of Activities of Daily Living (ADL's) which the respondent was 
Incapable of performinge (Note: For each ADL with which respondents had trouble, they were subsequent y 
asked In the second phase of the survey whether they were completely unable to perform that activity). 
The Degree of Disability was generated In the following manner. 


Some Disability: the respondent has trouble with at least 1 ADL, and is capable of performing al! 
the 17 ADL's; 


Moderate Disability: the respondent Is unable to perform i or 2 of the 17 ADL's; 
Major Disability: the respondent is unable to perform 3 or more of the 17 ADL's; 
Degree Unknown: the only criteria screening the respondent was the general limitation question, 
and/or the existence of a mental handicap .-

Respondents, when asked to describe how they managed to perform each of the six everyday activities, 
were instructed to select the appropriate choice on a "Q" carde The Degree of Dependence summarizes 
these descriptions In the following manner. ’
